when it recorded 135 wins, including four 
ties; CBS took 57 wins, with eight ties, one 
above last May’s 56 wins, including seven 
ties, ABC had 25 wins, including four ties, 
compared with 27 wins and three ties in May 
1988. In its initial outing, Fox programing 
was tops in three markets: Las Vegas; Great 


Falls, Mont., and Tuscaloosa, Ala.
